LOWIM Q. MANLZY, Af=14479430, 6550th Air Police Squadron, Patriok Air force 
Dase, Florida, saw a brims object flying approximately 100 feet hich, to the 
Jorthwess of Post 726. ‘the object tumed from white to red, so green, and to 
blues ‘The control tower was notified. MANLEY was interviewed on 15 June 
1964, and advised that approximately 2150 hours, SST, 15 June 1954, he noticed 
2 glowing light in she sky, Yorthwest of Post 726, at approximately 200 feet 
altitude, over the edze of the flying fisid or the Janana fiver. The low 
aepeared nearly round ian shape and resembled an aircraft landing light. The 
jlow was first notised as a brizht white, dimming to red and disappearing 
thout moving from original position aizhted. The glow aopeared almost 
maédiately in the same position, red in color, chanzing te Drizht wnite;

The 
rate of speed was gervater than that of an aircraft. the color of the object 
was a blue floraasent, changing intermittently to whitee No discernible features 
were visible, no fewed sas heard, and no trail or exhaust was discernible. fhe 
light blinked continually and at regular intervels. The object appeared to climb 
in a northwest dirsstion after the stop directly west of Patrick AF3. The object 
appeared to continue te climb and was visible until obscured by cloud coverage 
at 0015 hours, EST, 17 June 1954. The object appeared to be several times 
larger than the brightest visible star. A full moon was visible in the sky also. 
Occasionally, when tne light blinked and beoame brighter, 1t appeared that the 
object might be crescent shaped on the lower side. iio air traffic was known 
to be in the area at the time.
